Waukegan Chief Makes Important Capture 

One Hour After Robbery of Hou3e 

Was Commilted 



Asaistant Chief of PoHce Thomas 
Tyrrell mode one of the best catches of 
his eareerlost Saturday afternoon when 
he arrested Thomas Venis, 27 years old 
a Waukegan young man who is wanted 
by the authorities of the Joliet peni- 
tentiary for having violated his parole 
and who also faces the charge of hav- 
ing broken into the home of George 
Hagan of Tenth street, between 3 and 4 
o'clock last Saturday, getting away 
with $11.45 by Jumping from a second 
story window after he had been caught 
red handed. The police hope to be able 
to connect Venis^with the robbery of 
the Wm. Lindberg store last week, as 
he had in his possession when arrested 
a new shirt of a brand carried by Mr. 
Lindberg. Venis denies the latter but 
admits the other. ^ Although a young 
man, he has caused the city no end of 
trouble through the many crimes he 
has committed. 

Two years ago Venls was convicted 
of having stolen a horse at Grsyslake. 
He was arrested while attempting to 
sell the animal at North Chicago. He 
was given an indeterminate sentence of 
from three to fourteen years. 

Two months ago, through the efforts 
of, the Salvation Army of Chicugo, 
Venis was given a parole and apparent- 
ly at once started out again upon a 
career of crime. He admits he broke 
his parole and has not^nade any report 
and this fact alone is suiUcient to cause 
him to be returned to the penetenti&ry. 

George Hagan who resides over a 
saloon on Tenth street had been in Chi- 
cago Friday night and on Saturday was 
very tired and lay down to take a nap. 
While be was asleep Ve'nis passed 
through the saloon and entered the 
Hagan home. He entered the room 
where Hagan was sleeping and began 
to go through his clothing. 

He found a sum of. money in one 
pocket ana was looking about ior more 
when Hagan awoke. Venis made a 
break for liberty and smashed a win- 
dow in the room. He leaped upon a 
little shed that extended from the win- 
dow Biidfrom this leaped to the ground, 
making his escaped and coming to Wau- 
kegan. ^ V 

Assistant Chief Tyrrell had been 
tipped off to the road's presence In the 
city and found him near the Genesee 
street bridge. Venis put up a hard 
fight but finally was landed in the po- 
lice buggy. He did not cease his strug- 
gles for a moment 

As the buggy reached the comer of 
Madison and Genesee streets he made a 
leap for freedom and might have gotten 
away had not the -'comealongs" on his 
wrist held him. Mr. Tyrrell says Venis 
was one of the toughest customers he 
ever arrested.

GETS WORST OF BARGAIN 



Railroad Companies May be forced to Use 
Ice In their Cars. 

There is a possibility that the Lake 
county farmers will have to pay about 
eight cents a can more on milk sent to 
Chicago than heretofore if the propos- 
ed milk ordinance in Chicago does go 
through. 

The health department of Chicago 
are deterrainhd to protect the residents 
of that city against impure milk and 
against conditions which make pure 
milk. With this in view they have ask- 
ed the railroad companies to see that all 
milk at Chicago is kept at a tempera- 
ture of 50 and not higher than 65. With- 
out the use of ice, the railroad repre-' 
sentatives claimed it.would be impossi- 
ble to do this. It would according to 
their statements cost about $20 a car 
more for freight were this Ice law put 
into effect As there are about 125 to 
160 milk cans in a car, this would mean 
an additional cost of about eight cents 
a can. 

The producer of milk is getting the 
i^orst of the agreement how, according 
to all reports from the Chicago meet- 
ing of producers and distributers. The 
farmer receives 2ic a quart for milk, 
which IS sold in Chicago forSc a quart

PARCEL PCS! JULY FIRST 



Rural Carriers to be Burdened With Ad- 
ditional Heavy Moil 

Rural mail carriers out at Antioch, 
in foct througliout tho entire countrv, 
are looking forward to the approch of 
July 1, with anything but pleasing an* 
ticipationa. An order has been receiv- 
ed at tlie postoflice announcing that on 
and after July 1, every rural mail car- 
rier will begin the delivery of mail par- 
cels heretofore exempted from delivery. 

This is to be done under a new par- 
cels post ruling recently made by the 
department It affects every section 
of the country and will mean the haul- 
ing of a vast amount of mail. Atpre- 
senit the order affects only the rural 
routes. Should itbefound practical for 
the rural districts it will be made to in- 
clude the city deliveries as well. 

According to the new order, ail fourth 
class matter weighing less than eleven 
pounds will be delivered on the rural 
routes. The maximum charge for the 
delivery of an eleven pound pack- 
age will be twenty-five cents. There 
is to be nodifTorencemadein the charge 
because of the distance the package is 
to be carried and the rates charged by 
the express companies will be much 
higher in most cases. 

The plan is to be given a 2 years' test, 
beginning July 1, 1912. and will con- 
tinue unti^JunB 30. 1914. The post 
master. at the starting point of the 
rural route shall receive and deliver to 
carriers on rural routes, all packages 
not prohibited in the ordinary mails. 
The carriers shall collect along their 
routes all such packages as come under 
the rule. 
Postage shall be paid at the rate of 

1 cent for each two ounces or less, and 

2 cents for more than two ounces. For 
packogea weighing more than four 
ounces, the scale is graduated. 

This graduated scale makes the max- 
imum charge for any package over the 
parcel post route 25 cents much lower 
than the rates charged by the cxpresa 
companies for similar circumstances. 

At present Uncle Sam is carrying 
packages through the mails to foreign 
countries at a much lower cost than to 
his own citizens. . This has been done in 
order not to conflict with foreign postal 
regiilfltiqns.

A sensation was precipitated in Zion 
City when ofUcers stealthily entered 
Voliva's ofHces while he was absent at 
a trial in Woodstock and, slipping hand- 
cuffs on his brother, Arthur Voliva, 
practically kidnapped him from Zion 
City, refusing, according to former 
Mayor Clendenning to read requisition 
papers, they declared they had and by 
which they were taking him back to 
Jpffersonville, Ind., penitentiary on the 
charge that he violated a parole by 
leaving Indiana borders in coming to 
Zion City. After taking him as far as 
Waukegan, the officers who arrested 
him turned him over to W. A. RafTerty 
of the penitentiary, who continued the 
trip to Indiana- 

That Arthur Voliva was kidnapped 
by enemies is the charge of his broth- 
er's followers in Zion City. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock on Tuesday 
morning five men entered the general 
office at Zion City. 

•*We want you," said one man as he 
grabbed Voliva by the shoulder. 

"What's the charge?", asked Arthur 
Voliva. 

"Nevermind what the charge is; we 
wantyou," and handcuffs were slipped 
on him. 

Voliva was taken from the general 
offices by the five men. He was then 
placed in a carriage and taken to the 
Northwestern railroad depot 

At Waukegan, W. A. RafTerty board- 
ed the train and notified Voliva that he 
had been arrested for violating his pa- 
role from the Indiana State Reforma- 
tory. RafTerty is a'deputy, warden of 
the reformatory. 

Voliva waa not permitted to leave 
the train until It pulled into the station 
at Chicago. 

Zion City residents contend that their 
overseer's brother was kidnapped in 
the absence of his lawyers from the 
city. They claim that had Wilbur 
Glenn Voliya been present he would 
have pointed out the technical error in 
the requisition papers, and the deputy 
warden would have been compelled to 
release his prisoner. 

Ten years ago Arthur Voliva, it is al- 
leged, was convicted on a forgery 
charge and was sentenced to serve an 
indefinite period in the state reforma- 
tory. In 1903 he waa granted a parole 
by the state parole board. He spent a 
few jears in the state and then moved 
to Illinois. 

Of late he haa served as a bookkeep- 
er in the general oflilces at Zion City, in 
Chicago of the title department 

Voliva's followers claim that Sheriff 
Green or his deputy should have ar- 
rested Arthur Voliva. They claim that 
Marshall Hoover refused to serve the 
warrant for Voliva's arrest They 
claim the arrest of Voliva was illegal 
inasmuch as the warrant was not serv- 
ed by an officer of the law, properly to 
read the charge. 

Recently'' efforts were made to get 
Sheriff Green, of Waukegan to arrpst 
the younger VoHva, but he declined to 
take phone messages as did also Chief 
Hoover of Zion City. Tuesday morn- 
ing, however, Deputy RafTerty arrived 
with requisition papers, turned them 
over to Cliief Hoover and after sending 
in a scout to see if Voliva was there, 
the officers quickly clamped the ^hand- 
cuffs on him and hustled him into a car- 
riage and to the train. Officers of Ov- 
erseer Voliva's cabinet protested, in 
vain\t thecoursey but they were shov- 
ed aside and the prisoner taken away. 
General feeling prevails that had Over- 
seer Voliva been, present, or hia attor- 
neys, the arrest would have l^een 
thwarted, at leaqt delayed on grounds 
that the papers were not read to the 
defendant Voliva waa nolifiod by 
'phono at Woodstock and plans immed- 
iate steps to determine the leenlity of 
hia brother's removal from Zioti with- 
out proper steps being taken. 



BOY ACCIDENTIALLY SHOT 



Accidcnlio! Discharge of .Revolver 
Cause of Severe Wound

Another shooting accident was added 
to the list Tuesday of this week at the 
home of August Coppen near Lake 
Villa, when one of Ills sons accidently 
discharged a revolver, the bullet lodg- 
ing in the arm of his younger brother,, 
and although the wound was quite a 
severe one It was very fortunately not 
fatal though such came very near being 
the case. The accident occurred neeir 
ten o'clock in the forenoon when the 
two boys who were planning on attend- 
ing a picnic had gone to their room to 
get ready. In looking about the elder 
of the two, a lad about twelve years of 
age, espied a revolver, which belonged 
to an older brother, upon the mattress 
under the pillow. Taking the weapon 
in his hands he began to examine it 
when he in some way accidently dis- 
charged It His brother Lester, about 
nine years of age, being in range re-, 
ceived the bullet in hia left arm near 
the shoulder, where ft was imbeded in 
the bone after passing nearly all the 
way through. 

A physician was summoned who re- 
moved the bullett and dressed the 
wound and expressed it as hia opinion 
that if the bullett had struck a quarter 
of an inch higher that it would probably . 
have severed an artery and would un- 
doubtedly have proved fatal. 



TWO BUILDINGS 

BURNED AT 

RINGWOOD 

A blacksmith shop and resident were 
destroyed last Friday afternoon at 
Ringwood in a blaze that for a time 
threatened the entire village. Assist- 
ance on the part of Richmond and Mc- 
Henry residents in response to calls for 
help was the only thing that prevented 
a costly conflagaration, which undoubt- 
edly would have cleaned out the greater 
share of Ringwood village. 

The fire started in the blacksmith 
shop of Joe May from a defective chim- 
ney. The blaze was discovered about 
1:30 in the afternoon and before a 
sufficient force could be organized to 
combat the fire the fiames had gained 
much headway. With a high. wind 
blowing from the east the fiames spread 
rapidly to the Mrs. J. S. Brown house 
just west of the blacksmith shop. The 
efforts of the small force of fire fight- 
ers made little impression on the stead- 
ily increasing blaze. 

Several Richmond and McHenry citi- 
zens were soon on the scene assistinpr 
in the fight and by diligent work suc- 
cesseeded in checking the blaz. By the 
time help arrived the flames had spread 
to two adjoining residences, the cream- 
ery and mill, but these buildings were 
saved, the damage to them being only 
slight The blacksmith shop and the 
Brown resident however, were com- 
pletely destroyed.

■Washington, Juno 5. — Tho uprlalng 
of ncgrooB in Cuba la fast gaining tho 
upper hand of tho Cuban government, 
according to dlapatchoa roccivcd at 
tho Btato department Jlondny from Ar- 
thur Boaupre, tho United States minis- 
ter at Havana. 

Tho situation Is so bad that Secro- 
tary of War Stlmson, by direction of 
the president, has shipped to Presi- 
dent Gomez, at his request, 5,000 high- 
powered Krag-Jorgcnson rifles and 
1,000,000 rounds of ammunition for tho 
mms. Tho guns -wlU bo distributed by 
tho Cuban government among recent- 
ly organized rurales and volunteers. 
Thoso gims arc tho samo as were used 
by tho United States In Cuba In 1808 
In tho war with Spain. 

This shipment of rifles and ammunl* 
tlon will bo all this govemmont will 
send. Tho next step taken by tho 
United States will be Intervention. 
This Is looked for by ofllclals of both 
state, war and navy departments. 
Preparation for such an emergency 
aro being rushed with all poealblo 
haste by both branches of the military 
arms of tho government. One step 
looking to actual service by the Unit- 
ed States hospital ship Solace was 
taken when that ship was or- 
dered from Key West to Guantanamo, 
Her commander. Medical Inspector 
Mauley F. Gates, has been Instructed 
to hold his ship In readiness for duty 
with landing parties. 

Of tho dispatches received from 
Cuba the state department makes 
known tho following: 

"It Is reported by the consul at 
Clenfucgos, Max J. Dachr, that In his 
district, although according to gov- 
ernment reports the negro movement 
Is entirely crushed, demoralization Is 
extensive and that whlto families are 
taking refuge In tho towns. 

"A band of negroes under General 
Estenoz on the night of June 1 at- 
tacked La Mayn. a town of 4,000 In- 
habitants, near Santiago, which they 
completely destroyed by burning. 



STEAMSHIP BILLS PASSED 



Senate Gives Wife of Admiral Schley 
a $150 Per Month Pension — Pro- 
vide for Two Warships. 

Washington, June 5. — The house on 
Monday passed two bills relating to 
steamship companies, one closing 
American ports to foreign vessels 
whose owners violate the Sherman 
anti-trust law and the other providing 
that all steamers plying the ocean and 
great lakes and carrying more than 
fifty persona, passengers and crew, 
sh^l bo equipped with wireless appo* 
nitus. 

Tho senate passed Senator Rayner's 
bill to pay the widow of Rear Admiral 
Schley a pension at tho rate of $160 
a month. 

Tho committee on naval affairs 
agreed to amendments to tho naval ap- 
propriation bill providing for two bat- 
tleships and four additional subma- 
rines, making eight In all; providing 
for a counsel for defense; tho reea- 
tabllshment of tho grades of admiral 
end vloeadmlral; $1,000,000 for wire- 
less stations, and to strike out of tho 
house measure the eight-hour provi- 
sion for contract work for government 
work.

TO BE USED AS BRIBE FUND 



Detective Finisliea Story and Is Cross- 
Examined by Earl Rogers — Sleuth 
Admits Receiving Checks From 
Defendant in Legitimate Way. 



Los Angeles, Cal.. June 3. — Tho di- 
rect examination of Bert Franklin in 
the Darrow trial was completed Fri- 
day by Assistant District Attorney "W. 
J. Ford, after a process of interroga- 
tion which developed surprise after 
surprise and brought the names of 
half a dozen well-known citlzona Into 
more or less Intimate relationship 
with the main events of tho alleged 
bribery plot 

Hero are some of the allegations sot 
forth in Franklin's testimony: 

That Darrow personally gave him 
the $4,000 used in tho Lockwood bri- 
bery after going Into an adjoining 
room with Job Harrlman, an associate 
counsel for the McNamaras, and com- 
ing back with the roll of bills. \ 

That after his arrest Lecompte 
Davis tried to arrange that bo should 
plead guilty and take a Hue of $6,000. 
to be paid by the McNamara defense, 
Franklin to receive $3,000 and In re- 
turn, to protect Darrow. 

That Darrow at one conference in- 
sisted that If Franklin ever used Dar- 
row's name he wanted him also to 
tell all he knew about Harrlman's 
connection with the case — and that In 
the presence of Lecompte Davis. 

He 'further testified that Franklin 
Fowler, an Investigator, who gathers 
evidence for the Pacific Electric com- 
pany, went to a prospective Juror and 
asked blm If ho did not want to bo a 
McNamara juror, at the samo time 
laying four matches on a table and, 
as be pointed to each, said It repre- 
sented a thousand dollars. 

That he also offered bribes to three 
other men who Indignantly refused the 
offer. They were Guy Yonkln, a well- 
known cigar dealer; Frank Smith of 
Covins and John Underwood, a Los 
Angeles contractor. 

Earl Rogers, chief counsel for Dar- 
row, began Franklin's cross-examina- 
tion at four o'clock. He brought out 
that Franklin knew his act of testify- 
ing made Immunity sure for him. He 
emphasized Franklin's quick plan to 
turn on Lockwood and cause his ar- 
rest in tho effort to save himself when 
he saw tho detectives closing In on 
him on Main street He hammered In 
the fact that Franklin meant to the 
lost to revert to his plea of not guilty 
and fight for his liberty, had he not 
been placed on the witness stand and 
thus given Immunity automatically, 
and, most Important' of all, he got Into 
the records Franklin's admissions of 
a dozen payments to him by chocks 
drawn by Darrow, In which there have 
been no showing of alleged use of tho 
money for jury bribing.

TWO GERMAN AIRMEN KILLED 



Carrying Lieut. Stllie, an Army Offi- 
cer, as a Passenger, Blrdman Buoh* 
staetter's Aeroplane Falls and 
Mangles Both Beyond Recognition. 



North Yakima. Wash., Juno 4. — The 
young aviator, Philip O. Parmaloo. 
who had acquired conslderablo fame 
as -a member of tho Wright brothers 
team of flyers, was Instantly killed 
here Saturday when a gust of wind 
caught tho tall of bis biplane and 
caused It to overturn and plunge 400 
feet to earth. 

Parnialeo had been up about three 
minutes on his first flight of the day 
and had traveled almost two miles 
when the gust of wind struck tho ma- 
chine. Tho biplane crashed to tho 
ground, crushing the aviator beneath 
IL 

Parmalee's mechanician rushed to 
the eceno of tho disaster in an auto- 
mobile, but did not reach Parmalee 
for fifteen minutes after the fall. The 
aviator's skull was fractured. 

Parmalee was born at St. Johns. 
Mich., about twenty-five years ogo. 

One of his. feats ns an aviator was 
his flight over Pike's peak on August 
7, 1911. 

Bremen, Juno 4. — Albert Buchstaet- 
ter; a widely known German aviator, 
and his passenger. Lieutenant Stillo 
of tho German army, were dashed to 
death from a holghth of 200 feet bore, 
Sunday, when their aeroplane fell In 
the presence of several thousand peo- 
ple. The men were riding In a mono- 
plane and as they were turning tho 
machlno tipped and fell with terrific 
force. The machine struck tho ground 
with such impact thot it was Imbed- 
ded several feet and had to bo sawed 
to pieces before tho bodies of the two 
unfortunate men could be released. 
Both Buchstaetter and Stille were 
mangled almost beyond recognition. 

Buchstaetter had several notable 
flights to his credit and made many 
air trips last year.

O AURIVB at flom« und«rBtandlng 
of tho ncUvlUfln of tho Library 
of CongrosH aa an iDBtltutlon, a 
brlof dcflcrtpUbn of tho building, 
'Which Btonda qb a laatlng monn- 
mont to American go'nlue In ar< 
chltccturo, Bculpturo and art will 
bo noccaaary. 

Tho grounds adjoin thoso of 
tbo national Capitol, tho outer 
walla having a frontage on four 
BtrectB. Tho building 1b of tho Italian ronala- 
Banco order of architecture, boa throe Btoriea 
covers an area of nonrly four acres of ground, 
with four largo Innor courts 150 by 75 to 100 
foot In size. It Is lighted by about 2,000 windows. 
Its gilded dome, 195 feet high, tonnlnatea In a 
glided flnlal representing tho cvor-bumlng torch 
of Bclcnoo, 

In front of tho main entrance and between tho 
great Btouo ctalrwayfl leading to the facade Is 
tho groat semicircular basin representing tho 
Court of Neptune— tho claaalc god of tho eca— 
whoBO huge bronze figure forms tho center of a 
group of trltons, sea nymphs, eea horses, sep- 
pentB and other marine anlmola and amphibious 
creatures. This fountain Is sold to be tho most 
lavUhly ornamented creation of Its kind In this 
country. 

The exterior of tho building Is not profusely 
decorated, but the very simplicity of Us classic 
llnea adda to tho grandeur of Its Imposing appear- 
anco. Tho entrance pavilion bas sixteen rounded 
pillars wiyi Corinthian capltalfl. Pour colossal 
Btlanton support tho pediment. In which are 
ioulptured American eagles." with aupportlng fig- 
ures of children. In tho windows aro nine great 
portrdlt-busts, In granlto, of Emerson, Irving, 
Qoethe. Franklin. Mocaulay, Hawthorne, Scott, 
DcmoBthenca and Danto. The throo deep arches 
of the pavilion terminate In the three masslvo 
brouEo entrance doors. 14 feet high and 7U, foot 
wide, weighing 3l/^ tons each, which are beauti- 
ful works of art In thomselvea In their sculptured 
designs In relief, 
typifying Tradition. 
Writing and the art 
of Printing. 

Beyond these 
doors la the main 
voBtJbulc, separat- 
ed from stalrcnso 
hall by plors of Ital- 
ian marble, orna- 
mented with pilas- 
ters supporting 
marble arches, over- 
head being n pan- 
eled celling finished 
tn whito and gold, 
Imprcaalvely rich 
and elegant In dc- 
■Ign, Tho gilded 
iKjams of tho celling 
are supported by 
white and gold con- 
solos, In front of each and almost do- 
tachod from It stand out tho sculptured figures. 
In paira, of tho godUeas Minerva, one of War, 
and the other of Peace. 

From this vestibule la entered the staircase 
hall, an apartment uusurpassod In magnifi- 
cence and artistic beauty by any ontranoo hall 
In the world. It Is truly "a vision In polished 
Btone," with Us vaulted colling 72 feet high. 
Its sides lined throughout with fine Italian 
marblo. highly polished, while on tho sides rise 
pairs of magnificent marblo columns with 
elaborately carved Corinthian capitals. Through 
the Inten'onlng spaces are seen glimpses of 
the rich coloring of tho mural paintings and 
the glittering gold of tho celling decorations 
of tho vaulted arches and galleries of the sec- 
ond floor. 

Tho grand double staircase with white 
marble balustrades, one on tho north and the 
other on the south side of. the hall, has prob- 
ably no oqual«in the woatom hemlaphoro. Tho 
newel posts, richly decorated with fostoona 
of flowers and leaves, are surmounted by two 
huge bronco figures of claaBlcally draped wom- 
en holding aloft a cluster of electric lights. 
Tho staircases are highly ornamented with 
miniature marblo figures carved In relief rop- 
rcEentlng In emblematic sculpture tho vari- 
ous arts and sciences. On the buttress of the 
south Btalrway aro Iho sculptured figures rep- 
resenting America and Africa aupportlng be- 
tween them a globe showing those continents, 
while on tho north side a similar ^roup repre- 
• aenta Europe and Asia. 

This apacloua and magnlflcently decorated 
hall, taken In connootlpn with tho grand corri- 
dors and tho* elaborately and artistically em- 
bellished reading room, fumlah the finest 
marble interior in Amorica. 

From tho east corridor a stairway ascenda 
to tbb balcony of tho reading room. On the 
wall of the landing of this stairway is d beau- 
tiful mosaic of Minerva, the goddress of wis- 
dom, by Klihu Vodder. Entering tho vlsltpra* 
gallery an excellent view Is afforded of this 
spaolouB rotunda or main reading room. Its. 
vaatneBB la but dimly. appreciable from the 
bare statement that It, la 100 foot. In diameter 
and 125 feet in height; and that tho plllara are 
40 feet high and the windowa 32 feet wide. 
One of Ita chief beauties la tho harmonious 
blending of the rich coloring effected by tho 
dark TonnesBeo, the red Nuriildian and tho 
yellow shades' of Blenna marbles, accentuated 
by the old Ivory of the stucco ornamentation 
of the dome. Upon tho- eight Immense pten 
supporting the dome are placed female figures 
of colossal Btaturo, above each being ,a quota- 
tion relative to the phase of learning or 
aohleveraout further roprosontod by tho 16 
brouKO atatuea standing In the gallery;. two In 
each of tho great archea which encircle the 
room. In theae statuoB Religion is repMBent- 
ed by Moses and Saint Paul; CommeroeVby Co- 
lumbus and Fulton; ^History by Herodotua and 
Qlbbon; Art by Mlchaol Angelo and Boetho- 
ven; Philosophy by Plato and Bacon; Poetry 
by Homer and Shakeapcaro; Law by Solon* 
Kent; Bclenoe by, Newton and Henry. . ; 

In the collar of the dome, yhlch la 150 feet 
In circumference, la aVymbollam of the twelve 
nations ooid epochs which have contributed to 
the: a^yonoo of ttie world, each ireproaenttd as 
ft seivted figure bearing tho emblems suggestive 
of ^ItB peculiar attribute. ^ Egypt ropreaents 
Written RecordB; Judea. 'RellElon: Qreeoe.

In tho crown of the great lantern of the 
dome Is painted The Human Undorstandlng, 
on allegorical figure of a woman floating 
among the clouds and attended by two chil- 
dren genii. 

Tho artistic mural decoration of the Interior 
Is upon a magnificent scale and the paintings 
Jn each of the many pavilions, corridors and 
galleries are so numeroua that no attempt 
can bo made In this article to give a deacrlp- , 
tlon of them. Every artistic design has pur- 
pose and meaning in every Btroko of tho art- 
ist's brush. In every curve and line wrought 
by tho sculptor's chisel. The completed build- 
ing stands today as tho highest expression of 
American art, tho greatest monument yet 
erected to American genius. 

Tho eight acres of floor space contained In 
tho building aro utilized as followa: On tho 
ground floor aro the copyright ofllce. reading 
room for the blind, superintendent's and dla- 
buralng ofllce, bookbinding department, print- 
ing departmentr music rooms, mall room, 
lockers, etc. The first floor contains tho main 
reading room, tho librarian's room, periodical 
reading room, Benatora' reodjng room, repre- 
aentatlvoB' reading room, map and chart 
rooma, ad mini a tratlon rooms. The second floor 
Is taken up with tho gallorioa. pavilions and 
rooms filled with exhibits of raro engravings, 
manuBcriptB, prints, rare books, first editions, 
portraits of tho presidents and other celebrat- 
ed porsonagea. The attio , floor contains a 
kitchen and restaurant, roOms for print re- 
paira, manuscript repairs, photography docu- 
ments and copyright storage. 

In 1814 tho library, conBlating of about 3,000 
TOliimea. waa burned by the British troops. 
Congresa made a fresh atart by purchasing 
tho Thomaa Jolferson library of about 7.000 
volumes, which grew until In 1861 It had about 
66,000 volumes. Another fire then destroyed 
all. but 20,000 of theae. Tho country bad grown 
80 much In wealth by this time, however, that 
this waB but a temporary check, and the libra- 
ry quarters' In the Capitol were promptly re- 
Btored and many of tho books which had been 
destroyed woro replaced* In 18C7 tho Peter 
Forco collection of Americana, conaistlng of 
about 00,000 artlcloa, was purchased for 9110,^ 
OOOt and the acquisition In the same year of 
tho library of tho Smithsonian Institution, con- 
slstlns of 40,000 volumes, brought tho total 
up to over 200,000 volumea. The- copyright 
law of 1846 poqulrod the deposit of ono copy 
of each book copyrighted In tho library, and 
an act was passed in 1670 which plaocd the 
regUtratlon of copyrights under the caro of 
the librarian of congreBs, and required the de- 
posit of two copies of each book or article 
copyrighted, thus asBurIng the acquisition of 
Ijooks publlahod in the United States. 

The rapid progresa of the library dates from 
1864, when Dr. A. R. Spofford waa appointed 
librarian. His tireless energy and unflagging 
zeal Increased the acquisitions until In 1897. 
the date of bis . retirement, it had grown to 
more than 1.000,000 books and; pamphlets, and 
tho neoesBlty for more apaetoua quarters bad 
been realised for some years. In 1686 the oon- 
stnioUon ^of a new' building was authorised 
and eleven yeara later' this was completed at 
a coit of 90.847,000, on a site bought for 9666,- 
000. This is the present homo of the third 
Ujcukt Ubrarr In the world* That the cost of. 



this magnificent building was kept down to 
Buch a comparatively rcasonablo figure la ex- 
plained by the fact that many of the artlats 
and sculptors, in a spirit of patriotic loyalty, 
gnvo their genius and their art froe of coat 
to the nation. It Is said that twice the aum 
expended could not duplicate the building un- 
der ordinary clrcumatancca. 

As to the practical features of the Institu- 
tion, Its capacity, facilities for serving tho 
public, and its varioua activities, only a brief 
outline can be given. Including the main 
reading room, tho room for periodicals, the 
senatora' and representatives reading rooms, 
and tho apeclal rcservatlonB In tho alcoves 
and gallerlcB, the library can comfortably oc- 
commodate 1,000 renders at any ono time. 

The main rending room, which contains the 
Issue desk, has seating capacity and desks for 
200 readers and 60 tables in the alcoves and 
galleries, which are assigned to scholars mak- 
ing extended InvcBtlgatlons. The Issue desk 
is connected with the stacks, the Capitol, 
Smithsonian division and librarian's ofllce by 
pneumatic tubes, whllo electric book carriers 
connect the desk with the stacks and with the 
Capitol, 

When a book la called for at the desk the 
slip la sent by a pneumatic tube to the clerk 
in tho proper stack. Ho places the book Into 
a re.oeptacie, from which It la taken by one of 
tho brasB book baskets, eighteen of which are 
mounted on an endless double chain forming 
tho book carrier, which travels continually be- 
tween tho stacks and the Issue desk. Tho bas- 
ket carries the book down to the reading 
room and automatically depoalts It Into a 
cuBhloned box at tho central desk, whence it 
Is taken out by tho attendant and delivered 
to the desk selected by tho reader. The booka 
can.also be returned to the stacks In the same 
manner. If a member of congress desires a 
book delivered to him In tho Capitol, the 
pneumatic tube carries the allp making the 
request to tho laauc desk and another electric 
book carrier conveya the book through an un- 
derground tunnel over a quarter of a mile in 
length and delivers It tq the waiting states- 
man in about three minutes. 

The book stacks, which radiate from tho 
main, readUig room, consist of a serlea of cast- 
iron frames, supporting tiers and shelves to a 
height of nine and ten stories to the roof, the 
largest stack being 65 feet high. The shelves. 
of coId-roIIed steel, are polished smooth, and 
since the addition of tho last stack have a ca- 
pacity of about 8,000,000 volumes. The ulti- 
mate capacity, when other stacks are added, 
will bo over 4,000,000 volumes— a row of booka 
which would extend over 100 miles. 

According to the report of Mr. Herbert Put- 
nam, tho librarian, Juat submitted to congress, 
the contents of the library at present aro:

Tho library proper la strongest In bibliogra-

ogy and newspapera. Throi!igh tho SmlthBonlan 
Institution extenalvo flies of transactlona of foi^ 
elgn. learned aocletlea are received. By virtue 
of the copyright law it boa received the moat 
< copiplete cdUoctlon In existence of the prod- 
' uota of the American press. American local 
hUtpry and biography aro represented with 
unusual tullneas. ^ The Yudtn collection of 
aomo 80,000 volumea of BuaBlan works, pur- 
chased In 1907, la particularly valuable for the 
history of Rusala and Siberia. A ooUeotlon of 



Japanese books (9,000 volumea) was 
bought In 1907J and in 1908 the Hult- 
■ feldt-Kaas collection of Scandinavian 
literature of about 5,000 volumes. Ort- 
untalla Is further repreaentcd. by the 
Weber library of Sanskrit literature (3,018 vol- 
umes, 1,002 pamphlets). The library haa 
bought recently largo numliers of tho menu- 
menta of European history, and Ib rapidly 
growing in the sciences, pure and applied. 

Tlie administrative ofikera of the library 
are the librarian, chief assistant librarian, 
chief clerk and secretary. The superintendent 
of the building and grounds, with his aids, haa 
entire charge of the maintenance of tho build- 
ing and makes all dlsbursementa for the 
library. 

The library force, consisting of about BOO 
l>eraons. Is organized Into dlvUlons, each with 
a chief and aaslatants. The followinig consti- 
tute the principal divisions: Mall and delivery, 
order, printing olfico and bindery, catalogue, 
card distribution, bibliography, periodicals, 
documents, manuscripts, maps and charts, 
prints, law library and copyright office.

Hong Kong. China — A peculiarity of 
the Hong Kong colony la tho anomaly 
of the mon*B and women's occupatlona 
—according to our English Idoaa. Tho 
women worit just like tho men; they 
drag hugo loads harnessed like horses, 
carry heavy weights strung over their 
Bhoulders as yokels carry milk cans 
in tho country. 

They stagger up tho Peak for about 
100 yards, when thoy lay down their 
burden, go back, pick a now lot up, 
carry this up to tho flrst dumping 
place, then take the flrat load on a 
few yards further and bo on, all under 
a blazing aun. All tho bricklaying, 
road mending, coaling, etc.. Is done 
equally by both sexes, but perhaps the 
moat curious sight, writes a Hongkong 
correspondent. Is to bco a woman 
Btralnlng at an oar or at tlie atcerago 
of a Bompan. 

If tho boat bo a very heavy ono two 
of tho women will work an oar to- 
gether, ono pulling ono way and tho 
other pushing, while a little baby la 
perched on the back of each In a sort 
of cradle or papoose arrangement. 

On the other hand up on tho -Peak, 
which Ib tho European settlement, ono 
often sees a Chlneao boy walking 
along sedately pushing a perambula- 
tor, while the English nursemaid, 
walks empty handed by hlB side and 
superintends operations. Of course all 
tho house work Ib done by "boys." 

Thq next point la tho vory coamopol- 
Itnn nature of the placo. This was' 
most forcibly borno In upon me tho 
other day when I was walking with au 
American on one sldo and an Austral- 
Ian on tho other. Just In front of us 
were a couple of Germans, a Parsoo 
stood at tho door of his shop, a Japa- 
neso girl followed by two Portugueao 
boya passed us, and a moment later a' 
rickshaw went by In which sat a Span- 
ish maiden. 

There were of course CHilnese Bcat> 
tered all over the place as usual, so 
that here within a hundred yards of 
ono another at least nine nationalities 
were represented. It would bo hard to 
name a country which could not pro- 
duce its typo here. 

A contingent of tho Baluchistan In- 
fantry la hero; we have Sikh police- 
men; Indians of all kinds aro repre- 
sented ofllclally In tho civil and police 



The season for gathering tho flgs in Italy 
Joins hands in October with the vintage; but 
it really begins In august, owing to a curious 
system of culture.- i 

Early In August tho flg gatherers squirm 
through tho twisting branches from tree top 
to tree top and "oil tho fruit." Thoso Qg 
people are nomadic; they appear and disap- 
pear like tho wandering harvesters of Franco. 
Late in July tho masaorle are rented to them, 
a stated sum being paid to the proprietor, a 
payment that gives to the Hg gatherers tho 
right to all the fruit, beginning with tho flgs 
and ending with tho last cluster of grapes. 
Rude huts thatched with straw are built by 
the proprietor of all his orchards, and In theae 
tho gypayllko harvesters live with their fam- 
ilies. Sometimes thoy supplement their nar- 
row quarters with a ragged tent. Throe sticks 
placed crosswise and a kettle In tho crotch con- 
stitute the kitchen. 

Shortly after their arrival tho work of 
forcing the fruit Is begun. Tho methoda 
employed are curious. In one a wad of cot- 
ton Ib dipped In ollvo oil and gontly rubbed 
on tho flower end of the flg. Fig by flg Is' 
thus treated, and In eight days tho fruit la 
ready for the market 

Another method consists in gathering in the 
spring the half formed fruit, which Is strung 
on ropes. . These ropes or garlands ^are 
thrown over the branches of the tree and are 
allowed to decay under tho burning bud. There 
Is born of this decay an Insect that pierces 
the growing flg and Induces rapid ma- 
turity. 

The flg, when perfectly ripe, exudes a drop 
of honoy sweet Juice at the nether end, which 
never falls but hangs thoro, a standing tompta- 
. tlon to children and to bees. When fresh pick- 
ed at this Btage the flg has a rich flavor en- 
tirely lost In tho dried frulL

During tho past few years the at- 
tention of dairyman and manufactur- 
er allko has boon called In a striking 
manner to nn Increasing agitation 
from the public for a better butter 
quality. Ten years ago tho fat that 
mndo Illinois hutler was received at 
, the croaraerlea In tho form of whole 
milk. Thht was before tho day of tho 
hand separator. With Its advent n 
, chango took place and creameries be- 
gan to use both hand separated cream 
nnd whole milk. At the present time, 
practically two-thirds of the butter 
mado In Illinois comes from farm 
Bklmmed crenm. 

Tho whole Uimculty In the quality 
soemB to lie In the use of tho hand 
separator. This etatoment rellecta 
no discredit on tho separator Itself 
ami It la useless to enumerate Its 
good feotures; It has proved Its val- 
ue nnd has come to stay. While there 
Is nothing Inherently wrong In tho 
hand separator which renders cream 
unfit for manufacture Into the heat 
grado of wholesome butter, the vari- 
ous Ineanltary practices which are 
tho natural outgrowth of tho use -of 
tho separator have almost universally 
wrought havoc In a field where the 
best grades of butter were formerly 
produced. . 

MAny methods for ' Improvement 



havo bcerf suggested, among which 
are tho grading of cream and paying 
for tho raw material on the basis of 
quality. This has also been supple- 
mented by agitation alid vigorous 
complaint among the producers, point- 
ing to better care of raw material. 
One great obstacle In Improving tho 
qualUy of butter Is tho /net that 
many creamery men who aro produc- 
ing Inferior butter do not realize It 
It la natural that a. buttermaker, oc- 
cupying one posltloii for a period of 
years and seeing only tho product of 
his own manufacture, should come to 
accept that butter as his standard 
for quality. 

Somo of tho serious obstacles In 
tho way of those anxious to see an 
Improvement in tho quality of Illinois 
butter are now evident. It Is clear that 
we must not seek quality through so- 
called Improved systems of maimfac- 
turo; the reform must begin back on 
the farm with more sanitary condi- 
tions for producing, handling nnd 
keeping milk and cream which is to 
bo made Into butter. Tho producer's 
meth^ods. however, cannot be con- 
verted miraculously nor can tho prob- 
lem be solved In a day. Yet the pub- 
lic will have Us way In time and 
through Its Insistant demands we may 
eventually hope to secure Improved 
'farm dairy conditions nnd better 
creamery practices, which will result 
In a superior grade of butter. 
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GROWING WOOL OF 
UNIFQRM QUALITY

If the wool Is to bo fairly pnlform

iiist as eBsentlal ns proper feeding. 

Willie lack of uniformity In breoJ- 

)g,. Improper feeding, and disease 
kach contribute to the orltlclsm made 
jgalnBt a wool produced In farm flocks. 
Jy far tho greatest amount of fault 
found becauBO of tho foreign aub- 
itnncos It contatus. Some of these 
[ubstanceB got Into 'tho wool while It 
on the sheep, while others gain en- 

raucc. through .faulty methods of 



shearing an^ packing. If there Is a 
great deal of foreign matter In wool. 
It is Impossible \p remove all of It 
through tho process of scouring. If 
It Is left In. tho result Is a fabric with 
noticeable defects; If It Is removed, 
It Is by treating with a weak solution 
of sulphuric add and heating (a proc- 
ess known as carbonizing), which 
may weaken the wool fibers. ThiB not 
only lowers the value of tho wool for 
manufacturing purposes, but also adds 
to Us cost to the manufacturer be- 
causo ho has spent upon It the extra 
labor of carbonizing. 

Farm fiocks as a rule are small, and 
In many cases they are kept to eat 
down the weeds that grow In pastures, 
wood lota and truck patches. After 
tho corn is harvested, they aro usually 
given a run In the atalks. In all of 
these places burrs are likely, unless 
the farmer uses care In keeping them 
down. Tho cockle burr, so common 
In nearly every locality. Is very In- 
jurious, becauBo It becomes so com- 
pletely entangled in tho wool that In 
ItB removal fibers are broken and 
small woody particles from tho burr 
aro left In the fleece. Not Infrequent- 
ly tho statement Is made that sheep 
nro kept to gather cockle burrs. 
Whether the statement Is made In 
seriousness or In Jest, tho point In 
question is that the practice would be 
a poor one. Not all tho burrs afo 
gathered by the sheep; a sufflclent 
number for the next year's crop aro 
left on tho Infested ground, and not all 
the burrs that cling to tho woof get 
such a hold that they will remain in 
It permanently. They are dropped at 
various places over the farm and ln-< 
stead of an effective gathering there 
la a scattering, 

CarelosBness In feeding causes a I 
great deal of foreign material to bo 
deposited. In wool.' nacka for rough- 
ago, such as hay, fodder and straw, 
should be constructed so that chalt 
cannot fall out and lodge oq the shoul- 
dera and necks of the sheep. Barnfl 
and lots should bo arranged so that 
It Is unnecessary to pass amongst the 
sheep In carrying looae straw to tho 
rackfl. It la well to remember that 
the equipment necessary to keep chaff 
nnd Utter out of the. wool, as suggest- 
ed Vbovo, also results In a saving of 
feed. Usuolly (hat which sifts out 
and Is lost Is the most p&Litablo and 
nutritious part of the fefd; hence 
there Is good reason for keeping It out 
of tho flceco aside from the damago 
It does to tho wool. 

Care should be taken to keep* dirt 
and dung out of tho wool; neither of 
these damages wool as much as burrs,- 
chaff and litter, but they do somo 
damago, nnd they most cortalnlymako 
the wool less attractive to thoi buyer 
nnd add to the shrinkage In the proc- 
ess of scouring.

North of tho tributary to Illamna 
lako 1b Clark lako. more than 50 miles 
long, but narrow. This lako Is 220 feet 
above the ocean tides, but In plaoQs 
Is more than COO feet Icep. 

Tho region containing theso inter- 
esting volcanoes and lakes was tho 
scene of very early missionary endeav- 
ors and trade exploitation by tho Rus- 
sians. Nevertheless llttlo exact knowl- 
edge of t^ie region has been acquired, 
and that has been largely inaccessible 
to tho public. BO that the recent In- 
vestigations by tho United States geo- 
logical Burvey, a report on which baa 
Just been published, should be wel- 
come. 

This report describes tho geographic 
and geologic features and the mineral 
resources of an area covering more 
than 6,000 squaro miles lying west of 
Cook Inlet Tho geology Is treated at 
considerable length, and so also the 
prospective mineral resources, whlcl^ 
aro copper, gold, silver anti petroleum. 

None of theso minerals havo yet 
been shipped from this district, but 
tho region may nevertheless somo dajr 
bocomo Important commercially.
